New York, Aug. 18. — The City of Washington, 
from Liverpool on the 4th, arrived at 4 % o'clock 
this afternoon. She furnishes the following fur- 
ther intelligence. 

| It was reported that Great Britain has given 
j satisfaction to Spain in matters of the action of 
cruisers in Cuban waters, and that the Washing- 
ton Cabinet expresses satisfaction with the action 
of the Cuban authorities. 

There are vague reports that Neua Skhib lias 
been captured. 

The Niagara anchored oil' the Battery at 5 
o'clock this afteruoou. As she passed the forts 
she was greeted with a national salute, and when 
approaching the Battery a salute of 100 guns was 
tired by the Scott Life Guards. 

The Niagara reports that she had a supply of 
poor coal when she left St. Johns, which run short, 
occasioniug delay. 

Mr. Field states he has not the slighest doubt of 
the cable being an entire success. Bv the Persia, 
which was met bv the Niagara off the bar outward 
bound, he wrote to the directors of the Telegraph 
Company of Great Britain, recommending them 
to prepare another cable at once, as it was evident 
that the present one, which in a short time may 
trausmit messages as rapidly as an air line, wiil 
not be sufficient for the business. L'ntil Septem- 
ber 1st the line will be closed to all messages ex- 
cepting those from the Governments or Great 
Britain and the United States. 

The Niagara went to the navy yard at 7 o’clock 
this evening, gaily decked with colors from stem 
to stern, .she received a salute from the North 
Carolina. The city of Brooklyn is brilliantly 
illuminated in many parts to night, including the 
City Uall. The City Hall at Williamsburg is also 
illuminated. Capt. Hudson’s reception was en- 
thusiastic.

Below the falls 
the nver is :eceding more rapidly, and the bars 
are sticking out more prominently every day, 
causing navigation to he much restricted, and 
wholly conhned to the “low water” fleet. The 
v eat her suddenly turned cool night before last, 
and yesterday with a change in temperature of 
fully* *• degree*. 

In the channel hence to Cincinnati, there were 
about four feet water reported by the mail boat 
at Rising Sun and Gunpowder bars, and the W. j 
J Maclay bard aground on the upper bar at Ris- 
ing Sun. and the Forest Rose aground on tbe low- 
er bar. 

Tbe mail boats are compelled to use barges or 
lighters at this point, as tbe channel is much ob- 
structed. and the water unusually shoal. It is 
anticipated that the action of the current will 
soon cut out the sand bars and deepen the chan 
r.eL 

In tbe lower Ohio tbe sand bars are equally 
prominent, CapL HoUcroft, of the Diamond re- 
porting but about 4‘g feet water at Flint Island, 
and falling, and the J S. Pringle still hard 
aground on the bar. 

The Lower Mississippi is falling fast at all 
joints, though at a most excellent stage for all 
navigable purposes 

The river at Natchez had fallen, up to Tuesday 
last, four feet.
